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FIRE DEPARTMENT GIVES 
PALM SPRINGS FIRE AND 
ACCIDENT PROTECTION

The chief of the Palm Springs-®» 
/■¿’jre department, William Leo­ 
' 
Ziesio, makes the following report 
on the fire department, to better 
acquaint the 
citizens 
with the 
equipment that is at the service 
of the public. One will see after 
reading this article, that the de­ 
partm ent has kept up with the 
“March of Time,” and has made 
splendid progress in its short ex­ 
istence. 
Much credit is due to the un­ 
tiring efforts of the fire commis­ 
sioners, Alvah Hicks, John Klein, 
Charles Bosworth, and Fire Chief 
William Leonesio, who have giv­ 
en Palm Springs a 
fire depart­ 
ment second to none in the state. 


FIRE EQUIPMENT 


Housed in the station are two 
pumping trucks, the large white 
“Mack,” just a little more than a 
year and a half old, which is the 
latest creation 
in 
fire 
engines 
fashioned to meet the needs of 
this up-to-date community. It has 
a 750-gallons-per-minute pumper, 
carries two 35-foot dura-alumin- 
um ladders that weigh 90 pounds 
each, two 24-foot ladders, and one 
folding 
pole ladder; 
a roll-out 
body that carries 1200 feet of 2V4- 
inch hose, a booster tank supply­ 
ing a hundred gallons of water, 
gas masks, fomite tanks and fire­ 
fighting guns for oil fires and 
quick emergency calls. 
There are 300 feet of 1%-inch 
hose that, with adapters, can be 
attached to plugs or the 2Vfe-inch 
line when more streams are nec­ 
essary. The white truck is to be 
used mainly in the business dis­ 
trict and close-in territory. 
The red truck, an American La 
France, is ready for calls in out­ 
lying districts where fire plugs are 
scarce, since a huge built-in tank 
holding 300 
gallons of 
water, 
stands available. Two one-inch 
lines operate off the pumper, and 
a steady stream from both nozzles 
FIRE DEPT 
can be maintained for about 15 
minutes. 
This truck has a 500- 
gallon-per-minute pumper. It also 
carries a triple extension wood 
ladder, 1200 feet of 2>ilinch hose,

over the embankment, 
turning 
over and cutting 
and 
bruising 
both the occupants. 
Ward Grant, editor of the In­ 
dio News, returning from Idyll- 
wild, came to the scene of the 
accident almost immediately aft­ 
er it happened, helped the in­ 
jured persons out of the car and 
brought them on to Palm Springs. 
Both men were bruised, 
but 
Alvah Hicks was badly cut 
on 
one arm. 
First aid was admin­ 
istered at the Palm Springs Drug 
and then Alvah Hicks was taken 
to Indio for treatemnt 
by 
Dr. 
Pawley. 
The men were motoring in the 
Alvah 
Hicks 
family 
Cadillac 
sedan at the time of the accci- 
dent. 
The car was badly dam­ 
aged, according to reports. 
The accident occurred at about 
7:30 a. m.

However, steps w e r e 
taken right at the start to m ake 
tem porary roads where 
bridges 
had been w ashed away. 
The lesson to be learned from 
floods, earthquakes

cataclysm s of nature is to be p re­ 
pared for them .

Close Last Gap 


Main Line of 


Aqueduct 
Construction 
crews Sunday 
closed the last gap in the build­ 
ing of the main line of the giant 
Metropolitan Aqueduct, accord­ 
ing to reports received by F. E. 
Weymouth, general manager of 
the Metropolitan Water district 
of Southern California. 
Placing concrete in a structure 
located at the exact spot where 
Colorado River water will flow 
through the aqueduct into the 
coastal plain of Southern Califbr- 
nir, the construction men Sun­ 
day completed the connection be­ 
tween the Casa Loma siphon and 
the famous San Jacinto tunnel. 
Although it will still be a num ­ 
ber of weeks before final clean­ 
up and minor work is completed, 
the job which was finished Sun­ 
day brings an end to major con­ 
struction work on the 242-mile 
main line of the Metropolitan 
aqueduct. 
Additional months will be re­ 
quired to place the aqueduct’s 
distribution system into opera­ 
tion. 
Work on the project has been 
under way continuously since 
December. 1932, and has been 
one of the biggest construction 
jobs in the nation. 
Oct. 14 Date of Completion 
W ater District officials stated 
that October 14 has been set as 
the official date for all clean-up 
and minor work to be completed 
on the main aqueduct. On that 
date the district’s board of direc­ 
tors will participate in a brief 
ceremony at the structure which 
was completed Sunday and will 
place a bronze plaque commem­ 
orating the event and p a y i n g 
honor to the 35,000 men who 
have helped build the aqueduct. 
The construction work, finish­ 
ed Sunday, was under the direct 
supervision of General Superin­ 
tendent B. C. Leadbetter, who 
also had charge of the construc­ 
tion of the 13-mile San Jacinto 
tunnel. This tunnel is said to 
have been the most difficult tun­ 
nel ever to be constructed.

Pass Area to 
Get W.P.A. Project 
Approval has been given for 
WPA construction of a flood con­ 
trol project in the Marshall can­ 
yon district, northeast of Beau­ 
mont, which will cost $41,702. ac­ 
cording to word received from 
Congressman Harrv R. Sheppard. 
The improvement, Usted as pro­ 
ject No. 40069, will comprise a 
storm drain in ihe portion of 
Marshall canyon which extends 
approximately one-half miles to 
its intersection with Bellflower 
avenue, and a depressed roadway 
j in the centers of that avenue and 
Highland Home avenue. 
As result of such construction, 


flood waters will be directed 
from the storm drain westward 
along Bellflower avenue to the 
intersection at Highland Home 
avenue, and thence south to a 
diversion outlet. When in use for 
flood control purposes, the two 
j highways will not be available 
I to traffic. 
Of the amount involved in the 
c.'st of the construction, River- 
sid-' county will furnish approxi­ 
mately $3000 toward purchase of 
materials. 


Largest in World 
Crossing the entire state of 
California, 
the 
Metropolitan 
aqueduct is the largest aqueduct 
in the world. Including the in­ 
itial development of its distribut­ 
ing system, the Metropolitan 
aqueduct has a total length of 
392 miles and will have an ulti­ 
mate capacity of one thousand 
million gallons of water per day. 
Becausé of its tremendous 
length and size, water district 
engineers say that it will require 
many months of testing and 
checking before the system goes 
into regular operation. Prelimi­ 
nary operation of the main aque­ 
duct has been under way in some 
sections for a number of months. 
The giant w ater supply system 
has been built by the Metropoli­ 
tan Water District of Southern 
California, to bring water from 
the Colorado river to thirteen 
Southern California cities. These 
thirteen cities which comprise the 
water district and which will re­ 
ceive the benefit of the aque­ 
duct’s unfailing water supply are 
Anaheim, Beverly Hills, Bur­ 
bank, Compton, Fullerton, Glen­ 
dale, Long Beach, Los Angeles, 
Pasadena, Santa Ana, San Ma­ 
rino, Santa Monica and Torrance.

UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE 
PAYMENT EXTENDED 
TO OCTOBER 8 
Further explanation of the 
Federal government’s extension 
of tim e in the payment of unem­ 
ployment insurance taxes for

the Division of Insurance in the 
Department of Employment, as 
the result of a widespread de­ 
mand for the further information 
on the part of employers.

Is Schools’ Plea 
To All Motorists 


Reopening of schools for the 
fall term places added responsi 
bilities 
upon 
motorists 
w hile 
passing school grounds or driving 
in their vicinity, 
cautions

public safety departm ent of the 
Automobile 
Club 
of 
Southern 
California. 


Because m any thousand 
tots 
will be going to and from schools 
alone for the first time, 
extra 
care must be exercised by 
all 
drivers for the protection of the 
youngsters' lives and limbs. 


Automobile speed is lim ited to 
fifteen miles per hour when pass­ 
ing a school building or grounds 
during recess or w hile children 
are going to o r leaving school, or 
while playgrounds are in use, the 
club advises. 


The driver of any vehicle upon 
a highway outside of a business 
or residence district upon m eet­ 
ing or overtaking from either di­ 
rection any school bus which has 
stopped on th e highw ay for the 
purpose of receiving or discharg­ 
ing any school 
children 
shall 
bring such vehicle to a stop im ­ 
m ediately before passing 
sa i d 
school bus but m ay then proceed 
past at a speed not greater than 
is reasonable o r proper but 
in 
no event g reater than ten m iles 
per hour and w ith due caution 
for the safety of pedestrians. 


Each m otorist 
should 
assist 
school safety com m itteem en 
in 
their efforts to safeguard school­ 
m ates from traffic dangers. These 
student officers do

traffic but are stationed at curbs 
to control the m ovem ent of chil­ 
dren across streets.

night bell button. 
Above it is a 
w hite light 
th a t 
operates auto­ 
m atically by clock, coming on at 
dark and off at dawn. W hile the 
light is burning, 
the 
bell will 
ring. 
This w as installed to take 
care of night calls m ade at the 
station. 
A battery ch arg er was installed 
in the station th is spring to keep 
the batteries of the trucks fully 
charged 
at 
a ll 
times. 
This is 
plugged to 
th e 
trucks w ithout 
moving the b atteries from their 
containers. 
T h e m otors are run 
every other day 
for 15 minutes, 
keeping them 
in 
good working 
condition ready for any strain. 


RESCUE CLUB STATION 
AND RED CRO SS SUPPLIES 


The fire station also serves as a 
place for storing the outfits of the 
Rescue Club an d 
for 
assembly 
w hen the club members answ er 
calls. In readiness are food packs 
and canteens, first aid equipm ent 
and supplies, ropes, Coleman lan­ 
terns, etc. 
The local u n it of the Red Cross 
has a huge cupboard in the front 
part of the station, w here articles 
for the needy an d sick are avail­ 
able. There a re a num ber of sick 
room utensils on hand, but there 
is need of m any more useful a rt­ 
icles that a thoughtful and kindly 
citizenry will soon provide. 


THE FIREMEN 


The Fire D istrict employs three 
men to take 
care of the equip­ 
ment, building and the various 
calls. Two m en work in shifts of 
24 hours, and th e chief is a t the 
station throughout the entire day 
unless out on an emergency or in ­ 
spection tour. 
A ll are subject to 
call at any tim e. 
T here are 14 volunteers alw ays 
on call. M eeting and practice ev ­ 
ery Monday night. Last w inter 
the 
volunteers 
received a six- 
weeks course in fire-fighting by a 
m em ber of the fire-fighting staff of 
the state fire departm ent. All are 
mem bers of th e California S tate 
Firem en’s Association. 


PUBLIC WELCOME TO 
INSPECT STATION 


The Fire S tation is open for in ­ 
spection every day, 
and anyone 
who wishes to see the equipm ent 
and have 
it explained 
to them 
may avail them selves of this op­ 
portunity. 
T he departm ent is 
kept up by th e money the prop­ 
erty ow ners save on their fire in ­ 
surance. 
D uring the 
past year 
Palm Springs 
received a 15 per 
cent reduction on fire insurance 
rates, all due 
to 
the first class 
shape of men an d equipm ent.
